I      NTRAMURALS 

Intramural  sports  were  introduced  for  the  first  time  in  South- 
ern last  September.

Besides  gaining  physical  development  and  getting  the  proper 
amount  of  exercise,  every  student  has  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  principles  of  good  sportsmanship  in  competitive  games, 
learned  more  about  the  play  spirit,  acquired  a  knowledge  of  each 
sport  and  enjoyed  social  contacts  with  students  from  every  part 
of  Florida  and  other  states. 

Every  regularly  enrolled  student  was  eligible  to  take  part  in 
these  various  sports. 

Intramural  activities  were  conducted  under  the  control  of  the 
administrative  board  which  was  made  up  of  representatives  from 
every  organization  that  entered  into  the  various  sports. 

Honors  were  not  only  bestowed  upon  the  groups  that  won, 
but  every  student  had  an  equal  chance  to  receive  personal  honors 
for  himself. 

The  ten  players  that  earned  the  greatest  number  of  points 
for  the  year  received  an  intramural  key  which  denoted  special 
recognition.
